The senate today returned to the 
more hum drum details of the 
tariff bill after a spirited discus­ 
sion of salacious literature which 
ended in the imposition of a 
modified censorship

For two day s, charges of intol­ 
e r a n t 
denunciations 
of 
the

censorship, 
and 
pleas fur the protection of the 
morals of Young American rang 
through the senate cham ber, and 
then, without the form ality of a 
record vote, the senate acted. 
It adopted an am endm ent to 
the tariff bill under which for­ 
eign literature considered “ob­ 
scene, im m oral or treasonable” 
may be seized at th° uort of e n­ 
try , but cannot be desn^y ed un­ 
til it has been judged in a fed­ 
eral court and advance decisions 
appealed. 
A proviso perm its the secretary 
of the treasury to admit, in his 
discretion, such book s as may be 
considered literary classics, but 
then, only for non-com m ercial” 
purposes. 
The debate ran the full gam ut 
of senatorial oratory , now fiery , 
vigorous, and shouted, and again 
sink ing to an half-audible m ur­ 
m ur provok ing to the crowds in 
the galleries and the alert senate 
shorthand 
reporters. 
Pompous 
statem ents uttered with all the 
weight and solemnity of senator­ 
ial 
dignity 
contrasted 
vividly 
with jocose and whimsical re­ 
m ark s from a few light hearted 
members who took the discus­ 
sion less seriously . 
Senator Smoot, the chairm an 
of the finance committee led the 
fight for censorship and held his 
ground steadfastly despite c ha r­

The weights 
m ust be recorded when he begins

to feed the pig and at stated in­ 
tervals so as to determ ine the 
gains. 
The date of farrowing 
m ust also be recorded. The feeds 
used by all contestants will be 
charged a t the same price.

road hog. an d the reckless speed er is also true 
of the d river who tries to beat the train . All too 
often , it is n ot alon e the lives of such d rivers 
an d their passen gers that are sacrificed to crim ­ 
in al folly, but train s are wrecked , with loss of 
lives amon g their crews an d passen gers.

developing at a degree of ten 
3er cent or more, shall be pre- 
jumed to have acquired his-dis- 
ability in the service of the 
World War, or contributed to 
it."

A CONTINUED CARELESSNESS. 


Even in spite of campaigns of warning and 


efforts to educate automobile drivers regarding 
the necessity for approaching railroad crossings 
carefully, the death toll exacted of carelessness 
continues. 


The price is often paid by the innocent and 


helpless passengers in the machine. 
This is 


^•especially true in several cases in recent months 
'of school bussss struck by trains, with resulting 
[casualties to the children on board. 
I The man at the wheel of a speeding motor 
often fails to appreciate the grave responsibility 
•he asumes for other lives. What is true of the 
road hog. and the reckless speeder is also true 
of the driver who tries to beat the train. All too 
often, it is not alone the lives of such drivers 
and their passengers that are sacrificed to crim- 
inal folly, but trains are wrecked, with loss of 
lives among their crews and passengers. 


Several states have attempted to curb the 


crossing demon by laws requiring a full stop at 
all main line crossings. 
There were many ob- 


jections to these regulations. One type of of- 
ficial post clothed with police authority made a 
practice of taking the number.-? of cars which 
they claimed had failed to stop at crossings 
where they lay in wait for luckless motorists, 
•whom he haled before roadside courts. This 
practice became the regular business of fee of- 
ficers in certain sections of the country and in 
several states the stop law was abolished on this 
and the additional ground that the danger of 
stalling on the tracks was enhanced by the full 
stop required. 


Of course, the gradual elimination of grade 


crossings is the only effectual solution of the 
problem. Until that can be accomplished the 
good sense and fairness of motorists—fairness
